Western Lniiutie Asylum. 

A resolution wa.s introduceil into the Sen- 
ate yesterday, looking to the appointment of 
three competent Commissioners to traverse 
Kentucky and report the most teasihle site 
for the Western Lunatic -Asylum, which was 
lately destroyed hy lire at Hopkinsville. 
The re.solution was voted down hy a decided 
majority. It cannot be said that the resolu- 
tion was not germane to the subject under 
consideration, for a more insane proposition 
has not been submitted to our Legislature 
during its present session. 

The State already owns a site for a West- 
ern Lunatic Asylum, a site comprising tliree 
hundred and eighty-three acres cf land, 
valued by the commissioners at 813,300. 
Uix>n that site are iniprovements. erected 
with especial reference to the convenience 
and neces.«ilies of a lunatic asylum, valued 
(by architects appointed by the Governor for 
that purpose) at $06,328, Thi.s, added to 
the value of the land, makes $1.66,000 worth 
of |.>roperty which the State now owns for 
the purpioscs of a lunatic a.sylum, iut forw> 
other. The Legislature will bear in mind 
that the lanil on which the Hopkinsville 
-Asylum was erected was donated to the State 
for that pur|Kise and for no other. Should 
the Legislature, by an act of folly, remove 
the -Asylum from its present location, every 
lawyer knows that the State could not ’only 
not sell the land, but that not a brick or a 
stone of the buildings thereon could he re- 
moved without the consent of the grantor.s, 
to whom the property would revert in such 
an improbable event. 

.A lormer Legislature appointed Commis- 
sioners to select -a site for the Western Lu- 
natic -Asylum. .After careful observation, 
and mature deliberation, the Commission 
selected the present site. It is just as good 
now ns it was then, in a natural point of 
view. Practically, it is ninety-five thousand 
three hundred and twenty-eight dollars bet- 
ter than it was then. 

Again, it would take as much money to 
bring an a.sylum on any other site to as near 
a state of completion as this asylum is in 
now, as it would to thoroughly complete the 
Hopkinsville .Asylum. Then in the m.atter 
of time (which is of no small moment when 
we consider the slate of the late inmates of 
the AA'estcrn Asylum), we should save at 
least two years by rejiairing the present one. 

When the Legislature considers that by 
rejiairing the AVesterii -Asylumn, they will 
save two year.s time and one hundred and 
fifly-si.x thousand dollars, we don t sujtfiose 
that a m.ajorily will seriously entertain a 
project for its removal to any other point 
for a single moment.

Bi^'rhe debate in the House on yester- 
day was exceedingly able and interesting. 
The discussion was ojiencd by Mr. Ewing, 
who made quite an ultra southern sjicech. 
Mr. Ewing is an able man, whose jiatriotism 
wo have never doubted, and regret that wc 
cannot concur with the precise course of ac- 
tion which he has marked out for Kentucky 
to pursue in the existing crisis. AVe think 
he is wrong in desiring an ultimatum to be 
now jircscnted to the jieojile of the North. 
He cxjiressed his jirefercnce for the scries of 
resolutions presented by .Senator Cissell. The 
distinguishing feature of those resolutions is 
the recommendation of a Southern Confer- 
ence. This is totally impracticable at this 
time, and has been abandoned by even 
'he most extreme southern men. Major 
Breckinridge and Gov. Magoffin both say it 
is now too late for a .Southern Conference. 
And even the Breckinridge Tennes.«ee Leg- 
islature, which heretofore suggested a South- 
ern Conference to meet in Nashville on the 
4th February, had recently directed the com 
missioners she has appointed, to go to ~e 
Washington Conference. Wc cannot but 
regard a vote at this time for a Southern 
Conference as a vote directly for immediate 
secession. 

Jlr. Rodman next followed, in one of the 
most eloquent speeches of his whole liie. 
We will not attemjit to give all the jwsitions 
a.ssumcd by our distinguis(ied representative 
He is a true son of the .South, every inch of 
im, but his action in reference to the ques- 
tions now before the House evinced an en- 
larged Jiatriotism, and an earnest desire for 
the preservation of the L’nion and the Con 
stitution, and a trial of every conceivable 
remedy to preserve them both, which will 
meet with a response from hi.s constituents 
Mr. Rodman advocated what is known as 
the “Jacob jirojiosition. ’ “The Legislature 
should set on foot all jiroper movements to 
restore jieaee and effect a final settlement, 
nd adjourn to await a response from the 
people of the North. AVhile Kentucky was 
endeavoring to act the part of a mediator, 
she should not at the same time, by submit- 
ting a call for a convention, or in any other 
way, take stejis which are revolutionary or 
look to revolution.’’ AVe hope that Mr. K. 
ill jireparc his speech for jiublicaiion. 

Col. Hodge next addressed the House in 
sujiport of his jiropositions, which we have 
heretofore published. AA'e will not do Col. 
H. the injustice to attempt an abstract of his 
peech. It was in every respect equal to his 
igh reputation as a brilliant orator. He 
distinctly announced himself as opposed 
to the idea of a Southern Confederacy, advo- 
cated by many of his friends. Such a Con- 
federacy would involve a bloody and jirob- 
ably an exterminating war, in regard to the 
peaceable navigation of the Alississijipi river, 
between the people who live along its bor- 
ders and oft its tributaries. 

It is due to ourself, however, to .«ay, that 
e do not approve of the projxisition of Col. 
H-., in reference to taking a vote in May as 
to the call of a convention. We have al- 
ready given our reasons for this view ; the 
prineijial one of which i.s, that Kentucky- 
should not inaugurate any movement which 
looks to revolution, at the very time when 
she is taking steps towards the restoration of 
peace — sheshould nota.sk peaceand threaten 
war at the same time. AVhile, however, we 
dissent from this position of Col. II., we ac- 
cord to him the purest patriotism at this 
critical moment of our coufttrv’s historv

For some time back it ban been the. < us- 
tom of the kccjK'r.s of the penitentiary to 
bring the convicts outside of the jirismi 
walla and cmjdoy them in doing jobs of 
work, which arc in no wi.se connected with 
the legitimate business of the penitentiary- 
Under the jiresenl keepers this illegal cus- 
tom has become almost ‘‘an instiliition.' 
Not long since the mechanics of Frankforl, 
without distinction of party, held a meet- 
ing in w-hich they- Jirotested against this 
evil. They complained of it ns destructive 
of their interests, since convict labor was 
thus brought into direct coiujietition with 
their labor, at jiriccs at which honest men 
could not work. Assurances were given 
them that the evil should be remedied. 
Under these circumstances we were much 
Surprised to see that .Senator Rust had in- 
troduced into the .Senate a bill allowing the 
convicts to be worked outside of the jwison 
walls in any business the keepers should de- 
sire, and jjunishing by a fine of $60 to $500 
any per.son interfering with them. Now. we 
protest against this movement a.s iniquitous. 
AA'e do not mean to apjdy thi.s language to 
.Senator Rust, but the scheme itself. In the 
first place it is inconsistent with the objects 
for which the penitentiary was established, 
to allow convicts to be worked in this way. 
In the second place, if the nuisance is toler- 
ated it will result in driving every honest 
mechanic from Frankfort. Is it just to de- 
stroy the labor of native Kentuckians with 
convict labor ? 

AA’e hope, therefore, that instead of jiass- 
ing .Senator Rust’s bill, the Legislature will 
pass a law to jiuni.-ih the keepers if they 
bring convicts outside of the jienitentiary 
for any jnirjxisc except those conncctcil with 
the carrying on ot the legitimate biisine.»s of 
that institution. .1 US TICE.
